•jr. ;;ay 1, 194^, the Subject at his o an request was inter 
viewed by the writer a:*i reported that stories dad reached him from Ms friends 
in the displaced persona camp at rsallngen, Germany, to the affect that he is 
currently under investigation end th*t many inquiries have been as do concerning 
hifli among nls associates in that camp. He related that as a result of theae 
alleged inquiries bis friends have indie ted that severe 1 stories have started 
concerning his activities in this country and be wished to seek advice as to 
how be oould beat refute those stories, inasmuch as his character and repota- 
tion was suffering as a result of these inquiries. During the cource of the 
interview he also advised that it w as his desire *n thie country to eorolete 
activities among Latvians wiio are non— Coanaunist but that to date, ae a result 
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of the interview of him by the bureau and Indications that inquiries were 
being made concerning him at hsslingen, he wan not actively engaged In such 
activities. 



Baaed, upon results of interviews conducted of former 
acquaintencoe of the SuDject's family and the interview of Subject and his 
wife with no positive indication of a Cosmunlat connection on the part of 
the Subject, it is believed that this matter should be placed in a closed 
status. 
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
